New York , March 28 .—The fire m ar­ 
shal, the district attorney and the 
board of coroners of M anhattan, the 
three grou ps of inv estigators who 
are seek ing to ascertain the cau se of 
the many deaths at the fire of last 
Satu rday in the Asch bu ilding, hav e 
got down to hard work . 
The death 
list is now definitely fix ed at 143. 
Andrew Carnegie headed the list of 
contribu tors to a fu nd to be distribu t­ 
ed among the families of the su rv iv ors 
of the fire with a gift of $5 ,000. The 
fu nd has approached the su m of $15 ,- 
000. 
The tenor of the reports tu rned 
in by the three grou ps of inv estigators 
was that the bu ilding was “fire proof,” 
bu t that many girls wou ld hav e es­ 
caped if the doors to the stairway at 
the northeast corner of the three 
floors had been u nlock ed and opened 
ou tward. 
The line of people in East Twenti­ 
eth street, who sou ght admission to 
the morgu e where all the u nidentified 
bodies were remov ed from the chari­ 
ties pier, was as long y esterday as on 
Su nday . 
The crowd thinned ou t late 
in the afternoon, bu t was beginning 
to stretch westward to First av enu e 
again after dark when a thu nder storm 
and downpou r drov e those away who 
had no real bu siness there. 
Two men came to the morgu e fiv e 
times to look at the charred body of a 
woman in whose stock ing the police 
on Su nday had fou nd $S69. 
Althou gh 
the men seemed 
positiv e that the 
woman was Mrs. Ju lia Rosen of 78 
Clinton street, Commissioner Driscoll 
decided not to tu rn ov er the body , be­ 
cau se of the su /n of money fou nd on 
It, to the men u ntil they had brou ght 
a relativ e of Mrs. Rosen to the morgu e. 
The two men came back for the 
six th time abou t 4:30 o’clock , leading 
a little girl, Esther Rosen, a dau ghter 
of the woman. 
Esther identified her 
mother, and a death certificate was 
made ou t and permission giv en to the 
men to tak e the body away . 
Little 
Esther said that her mother, a widow, 
who came here from Au stria fou r 
y ears ago, was afraid to bank her sav ­ 
ings, and alway s carried her money 
with her. 
The m other was planning, 
so the child said, to bu y a small hou se 
in the cou ntry when she had sav ed a 
few hu ndred dollars more. 
One hu ndred and fifteen bodies hav e 
been identified altogether, which in­ 
clu ded those who had died in hospi­ 
tals. 
There were 133 bodies tak en 
from the fire to the morgu e, 105 cf 
which 
hav e 
been 
identified 
there, 
leav ing twent height corpses still ly ing 
in the u ncov ered coffins. 
Most 
of 
these 
twenty -eight 
are 
merely black lu mps, with perhaps only 
a bu ttoned shoe or a bit of cloth sk irt 
clinging to the remains. Fu lly 5 00 v is­ 
itors to the morgu e said that the girl 
they were look ing for wore “a blu e 
sk irt.” 
There were no blu e sk irts 
arou nd any of the dead. 
From Samu el Bernstein, the general 
manager, and Lou is Brown, a machin­ 
ist, both on the eighth floor, it was 
brou ght ou t that the fire originated in 
a lot of clippings from the shirtwaist 
m aterial near a cu tting table on the 
east side of the bu ilding nex t to the 
second window from the 
elev ator. 
There was no way to tell ju st what 
had cau sed it. 
There was a ru le 
against smok ing, bu t the floor, nev er­ 
theless, was fou nd strewn with cigar­ 
ette bu tts. 
Althou gh not established 
by the testimony , the belief of the 
fire marshal is that somebody threw 
a match or a cigarette in the clippings, 
as a fav orite time for lighting cigar­ 
ettes in su ch places is ju st abou t qu it­ 
ting hou r.

Strengthens War Rumors. 


The second incident of moment here 
where the army is. has a bearing on 
the purpose of 
the arm y’s mobiliza­ 
tion. 
Thirty-fiv e first lieutenants of 
the United States army medical re­ 
serv e corps hav e arriv ed in camp here 
straight from W ashington. There are 
fifty more on the 
way. 
The field and 
div ision hospitals at the camp are not 
lack ing in medical staffs. 
They are 
fully equipped to care for the needs of 
the 10,000 men now assembled here in 
time of peace. The sick rate has con­ 
tinued to be below the normal, so it 
was said by General Carter. , 
W ith no word of the coming of any 
additional regiments, these first of 
eighty-fiv e extra doctors, graduates of 
the army medical college at W ashing­ 
ton, and holding commissions in the 
regular hospital serv ice of the army, 
are added to the full staff of the Fort 
Sam Houston 
maneuv er” camp. 
The medical reserv e corps is, as its 
name indicates, a prov ision for em er­ 
gency purposes. 
Army regulations 
state that the corps shall be called 
upon in time of war. 
General Carter 
said that the thirty-fiv e doctors who 
hav e arriv ed had come merely to get 
a little field practice. 
If the report of Diaz’s resignation 
prov es to be true it is problematical 
what effect that act will hav e upon the 
action of General Reyes, the former 
m inister of war and belov ed of all the 
Mexican army, who has been liv ing 
for some tim e in Paris because of cer­ 
tain conditions which made his resi­ 
dence nearer Diaz unwise. 
J. P. Did- 
dap, a Mexican, who says that he is 
attached in a confidential capacity to 
the Mexican legation in W ashington 
and has come to San Antonio on a 
secret 
mission, 
said 
that 
General 
Reyes will sail from Paris today for 
New York and that he is returning to 
acoept the portfolio of the war depart­ 
ment in Mexico City. 
Enrique Orneales, the Mexican con­ 
sul at San Antonio, was present when 
Senor Diddap made this statem ent, 
and he did not deny it. 
Diddap added 
that Senor >e La Barra, the newly ap­ 
pointed m inister for foreign affairs, 
k new that he was slated for his pres­ 
ent promotion a3 far back as last Jan­ 
uary, and he v olunteered the state­ 
ment that “De La Barra was the man 
who brought about the resignation of 
the old m inistry and who dictated the 
selection of the new.” 
To all of which the Mexican consul 
gav e negativ e assent by saying noth­ 
ing.

It will shield

gaze of temperance folk who may 
pass the saloon through curiosity. 
The plan is a very simple one. 
It 
is that each man carry his wife’s old 
gray sunbonnet when he goes out for 
a night's carousal. All he need to do 
is to very quietly slip into the kitchen 
and fold the outdoor garment upland 
carefully secret it in his pocket. The 
bonnet is much better suited for the 
screenless saloons 
than all of 
the 
blinds which Columbus citizens’ in­ 
ventive minds may be able to plan. 
The sunbonnet is very simple and 
is easily handled. 
It is introduced to 
the trade as a much more unpreten­ 
tious article than the blind, 
which 
would be vgrv cumbersome and dif­ 
ficult to carry.

pocket, 
while the sunbonnet can be secreted 
in a m an’s clothes so that it will not 
be noticeable.
